Environment Study Says G-P 


An environmental assessment study for 
the Georgia-Pacific Beaver Creek resin 
plant said construction and operation of the 
plant should not result in any significant 
deterioration to the natural or social en- 
vironment of the area. 

Georgia-Pacific voluntarily hired Swan- 
son Environmental, Inc., of Farmington 
Hills, to conduct the assessment. Georgia- 
Pacific was not required by law to have the 
study done. 

Georgia-Pacific is proposing to build an $8 
million plant capable of producing 200,000 
pounds a year of resins used in wood build- 
ing products and paper products. 

There will be fourteen 25,000-gallon 
storage tanks for the finished product on the 
site (about 16 acres) located next to Weyer- 
haeuser along Four Mile Road. 

Raw materials wil) arrive by bulk 
railroad car and trucks and include the 
following: 

Bulk materials - urea, formaldehyde, 
phenol (including commercial alterna- 
tives), caustic (various hydroxides), 
Epichlorhydrin, and diethylenetriamine. 

Drum or bag materials - catalysts (in- 
cluding substituted amines, metal 
hydroxides), additives (including phos- 
phates, organic alcohols, organic and in- 
organic acids, hydrogen peroxide, and am- 
monia), extenders (including salt, natural 
earths, vegetable powders, and wood-based 


materials), and water treatment and utili- 


ties (including chlorine, surfactants, 
deformers, emulsifiers, corrosion 
inhibitors, slimicides, soda ash, lime, and 
antifreeze glycols). 


Storage for the raw materials includes 
four 25,000-gallon formaldehyde tanks, two 


Georgia-Pacific 
Beaver Creek Resin Plant 
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Camp Lehman Eyed 
For Possible Expansion 


Tentative plans by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Corrections call for expanding and 
upgrading Camp Lehman to hold 400 
medium-security prisoners. 

Currently, Camp Lehman, located just 
north of Hartwick Pines, is designated a 
minimum security facility and is holding 170 
inmates. 

To increase the capaicty at Camp Leh- 


man, the tentative plans would add three 


new 80-bed barracks with individua! rooms. 
To change to a medium security camp, Leh- 
man would be surrounding by a barbed-wire 
fence and an electronic detection system 
would be added that tells guards if someone 
approaches the fence. Additional guards 
would also be hired. 

Duane Cory, camp supervisor at Lehman, 
said if the plans go through, the payroll at 
Lehman would be doubled or tripled. The 
camp currently operates on a $1,016,000 bud- 
get and Cory estimated more than two- 
thirds of the budget is for payroll. 

Cory said downstate persons would 
probably have to be hired in order to meet 
certain qualifications, but he said many 
local persons could also be hired if the 
changes took place at Lehman. 

Cory said he was basically in favor of the 
proposal so far. He said the camp would 
have better security and type of inmate at 
the camp wouldn’t change a great deal. 
Camp Lehman already receives medium 
security type inmates who are sent there 
early, he said. 

Even if the Lehman designation changes 
from minimum to medium security, Cory 
said work crews would still be available for 
community projects. Camp Lehman crews 
currently work on community projects 
throughout the area. They heip with City of 
Grayling projects and work at Camp Gray- 
ling. They assist with DNR projects at Hart- 
wick Pines, North and South Higgins Lake 
State Parks, Otsego Lake, and Clear Lake. 

Cory said the Department of Corrections 
has to have more facilities. ‘They're send- 


ing in more than we’re sending home, des- 
pite what the public thinks,” he said. 

Camp Lehman, which has been located 
north of Hartwick Pines for 35 years, was 
originally built to hold 68 prisoners. For 
several years, the facility held between 100 
to 126 inmates. Overcrowding became 
worse last summer and peaked this Feb- 
ruary when 205 inmates were at Lehman. 
The gym there, a popular place with in- 
mates, had to be turned into a sleeping area 


. filled with bunks. 


The tentative plans concerning Lehman 
were presented at the end of a court hearing 
involving the U.S, Justice Dept. and the 
State. 

The U.S. had sued the state, and in a set- 
tlement Michigan promised to make prison 
improvements and ease overcrowding. Gail 
Light, a spokeswoman for the Dept. of 
Corrections, said final plans by the state will 
be submitted to U.S, District Judge Richard 
Enslenby May 1. 

If the Judge orders the state to proceed 
with the plans, then funding has to be ap- 
proved by the legislature. 

Light said that one 80-bed unit similar to 
the three proposed for Camp Lehman cost 
about $1.5 million to construct. She said she 
had no estimate on what the fencing might 
cost for Lehman. 

Cory said the facility currently uses about 
4-5 acres and the proposal could possibly 
double the size of the facility. 

Light said besides Camp Lehman, a 
facility in Brighton is also a possible site for 
expansion. She said everything is still pretty 
much up in the air. 

Cory said high-level state officials are in- 
volved in the planning and not much infor- 
mation is being given out yet to Camp Leh- 
man personnel. Cory said it is possible that 
if the state does go ahead with plans to ex- 
pand Camp Lehman, construction would not 
take long. If the project was approved this 
spring, it’s possible construction could he 
started and finished this summer, he'said.

Booster Club Donations Top S.25 Million

The Grayling Youth Booster Club will 
mark its 15th birthday this May and the rest 


of the community should give the club a 
birthday cake with a quarter of a million 
candles on it. 

That’s how much money the club has 
donated to youth activities here. 

Since May, 1971, the youth boosters have 
donated about $255,000 for programs and 
equipment to help youngsters. For the last 
two years, 1984 and 1985, the Booster Club 
has given an average of $35,700 a year to the 
community. 

The club is continuing that pace in 1986. 
One of their first donations in 1986 was a 
$6,000 contribution to the drive for a child- 
rens playground in the city park. 

The club started out mainly as a youth 
sport booster club, but it has branched out to 
help practically every beneficial youth pro- 
gram, 

Look at the 29 donations the Boosters gave 
in 1985: 

$1,614 for youth ski program at Hanson 
Hills, $800 for Legion Kids Christmas Party, 
$25 for Raster Egg Hunt, $125 for Miss Gray- 


ling Pageant, $220 for Special Olympics, 
$300 for kids T.V. programs, $212 for GHS 
baseball team, $513 for GHS volleyball 
team, $500 for GHS football team, $50 for 
GHS baseball team, $250 for library sum- 
mer children’s program, $500 for GHS base- 
ball team, $6,500 for July 4th fireworks and 
kids games, $4,044 for Grayling Recreation 
Authority, $200 for Arts Council, $50 for Kids 
Games sponsored by Grayling Promotional 
Association, $4,000 for college scholarships, 
$150 for kids fishing contest, $100 for MDA, 
$5,875 for warm ups and other high school 
sports equipment, $100 for 4-H youth soccer, 
$7,084 for football scoreboard, $512 for GHS 
trophy case, $500 for Legion Auxiliary Toys 
for Tots, $468 for Grayling Recreation 
Authority, $640 for Police K-9 Unit, $1,000 for 
Grayling Little League, and $1,000 for 
Junior Pro. 

The boosters have given some large con- 
tributions through the years. In 1981, they 
gave $22,500 to the high school athletic fund 


’ to keep sports alive at the high school. In 


1978, they gave $10,000 to the Mercy Hospital 
Pedistrics Ward. In 1983 and 1984, they gave 
$8,000 each year for high school uniforms. 


Currently, the club earns two-thirds of its 
money from Tuesday night Bingo. Other 
money comes in from 50-50 ticket sales and 
dinner fundraisers. . 

The Booster Club has had eight presidents 
in its 15 years. Jean Potter is the current 
president and has held the post since 
October. Gerry St. Germain was president 
for two years before Potter, and serving 
before St. Germain were Harry Wolfen- 
barger, Larkin Baker, Bill Duke, Irv 
Mclsaac, Dick Auman, and Jim Bendig. 


Bendig, Jack Mead, Jim Kitchen, 
MclIsaac, and many others were responsible 
for starting the club in 1971 that turned into 
one of the most outstanding service clubs in 
northern Michigan. . 


The club is run by a 16-member board 
elected by members. Currently the club has 
about 600 individual members and 150 
business members. It costs $5 for an in- 
dividual to join and $3 a year after that. It 
costs a business $10 to join and $10 a year af- 
ter.

Some call them honkers, 
ornithologists call them 
Branta canadensis. It mat- 
ters not what you call the 
Canada goose. There are 
eleven subspecies of Branta 
eanadensis which vary in 
size from the duck-sized 
Cackling Goose who weighs 
two and a half pounds, to the 
Giant Canada Goose who 
may weigh up to eighteen 
pounds. 

The Canada’s are proba- 
bly among the first to feel 
the migratory impulse. They 
follow close upon the heels’ 
of the retreating ice and 
snow, keeping in step with 
the 35° isotherm as they 
move north. They are the 
only birds who fly in serried 
V formation. They do not 
always do so, but over long 
distances flocks tend to stay 
in the V shape. 

Once the flocks reach the 
northern nesting areas they 
separate into mated pairs, 
seek out dry and protected 
nesting sites. There two to 
twelve eggs are laid and 
upon hatching the pint-sized

$9,256. The lowest salaries paid were be- 
tween $6,000 and $7,000, while the highest 
salaries paid were between $95,000 and 
$96,000. 

Asian males had both the highest 
median and highest average salary, 
$32,972, and $42,823. Hispanic females had 
the lowest median and average salaries, 
$19,871 and $20,262 respectively. 

Median salaries are the dividing line be- 
tween equal numbers earning higher and 
lower amounts. Averages are the total 
payroll of a group divided by the number 
of workers. . 


Other median/average salary levels — 


were: white males $26,074/$27,768; white 
females $20,838/$22,352, black males 
$22, 253/$24,078; black females 
$20,900/$22,051; Hispanic males $22,449/ 
$24,956, Asian females $26,879/$36,767; 
American Indian males $21,974/$23,220; 
and American Indian females $20,456/ 
$21,109, 

The statistics also showed that the ratio 
of state employees to 10,000 state residents 
dropped to 164 per 10,000, compared to a 
national average ratio of 166 per 10,000 
persons. 

The report cited figures from the U.S. 
Department of Commerce showing that 37 
states had a higher ratio of state em- 
ployees to 10,000 residents. Alaska had the 
highest ratio of employees to 10,000 resi- 
dents with 489 workers while Florida had 
the lowest at 120 employees. 

Women made up 52.9 percent of the work 
force, while handicapped employees ac- 
counted for 9.7. 

The report also showed that the average 
age of a state employee increased to 40. 
And the state’s turnover rate fell to its 
Jowest ever of 6.4 percent, 

In 1983-84 the turnover rate was 9.2 per- 
cent, while the highest rate ever recorded 
was 38.2 percent in 1943. Meanwhile layoffs 
of state workers were just 326, a 92 percent 
reduction compared to the 3,922 laid off in 
1981-82.

Dual Career Dilemma: 
Are Women Coping Better? ~ 


By Gall Edwards 
Extension Home Economist 


The media have given 
much attention to the dual 
responsibilities that women 
face as workers and 
mothers. With alt the self- 
help material, workshops 
and other resources avail- 
able, are women handling 
their dual role better today 
thanafewyearsago? 

Not really, says Anne 
Soderman, Extension 
specialist in human develop- 
ment. ‘Despite the women’s 
movement and changing 
relations and responsibility 
for managing their homes 
along with their careers”’. 

Balancing the roles of 
worker, homemaker and 
mother has always made for 
a difficult and stressful 
situation. Today women are 
advancing to higher career 
levels than ever before, and 
they want to stay in their 
career track. Unfortunately, 
this only adds more stress to 
the juggling of career and 
family life. 

The fastest growing group 
of women with careers are 
those who have children 6 
years old and younger. Many 
marriages fail during the 
first seven years, SO many 
women with these small 


children are Single. 

It’s hard to find child care 
situations where the person 
in charge shares the same 
values, nutritional standards 
and disciplinary attitudes as 
the parent. Yet many women 
have little choice when 
deciding on child care 
because good quality care is 
hard to find and quite expen- 
sive. 

How can women deal with 
the stresses of multiple 
roles? Soderman suggests 
women examine a few op- 
tions. If possible, lessen 
work commitments or work 
part time when children are 
small. Talk to employers 
about child-related. benefits 
and a possible day care cen- 
ter at your work place. If 
possible, spend more on 
child care or hire a nanny to 
provide in-home, personal- 
ized child care. 

Many people of course, 
simply cannot afford to hire 
a nanny or to work part time. 
Some families, however, 
spend more money on cars, 
vacations and home furnish- 
ings than they do on child 
care. It may be that family 
spending priorities need to 
be re-examined and re-allo- 
cated.

This would be 
available to all persons 60 
years plus, regardless of in- 
come, with the only require- 
ment being pre-registration 
and limiting the number to 
16 per quarter. Individuals 
would be allowed one screen- 
ing every two years in order 
to serve the largest amount 
of persons.

In a draft copy of a five 
year walleye management 
plan, Fisheries Biologist Jan 
Fenske has outlined her in- 
tentions for planting wall- 
eyes in various counties 
nearby. She points out that 
recent advances and im- 
provements in our walleye 
rearing pond system has 
brought Fish Division to the 
point where production is 
consistent and many lakes 
can anticipate plants of wall- 
eyes. 

Six criteria are evaluated 

in deciding which lakes will 
receive walleye plants: (1) 
suitable walleye habitat, (2) 
size of the lakes - over 200 
acres preferred, (3) capa- 
bility to maintain self-sus- 
taining population, (4) pre- 
vious walleye population, (5) 
need for additional preda- 
tors and (6) geographical 
location. Of course, each of 
these criteria wilt not 
necessarily be met in every 
case. ; 
If walleye fingerling 
production continues to be 
near the present 620,000 per 
year, Crawford County resi- 
dents can look forward to 
plants of 60,000 walleyes in 
Lake Margrethe in 1987, 
1989, and 1991. K.P. Lake 
could receive 5,500 walleyes 
in each of those years and 
Jones Lake is targeted for 
2,000 in 1990. 

As mentioned earlier, this 
is a tentative plan with many 
variables involved, but hope- 
fully we will have fishable 
walleye populations soon.

9-10 trucks a day are expected to be leaving 
the plant with finished products. 

The proposed operating time for the plant 
is seven days a week, 24 hours a day. The 
workforce is expected to be about 27 persons 
— four persons in management, four in 
quality and environmental control, two in 
maintenance, and seventeen in production. 

Maximum emissions from the plant are 
expected to be below levels of significance 
set by the United States Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. The study listed 
these rates for estimated maximum 
emission rates: 

Particulates - 0.12 Ibs/hr.

The environmental assessment study says 
the ‘“‘extensive vapor recovery and incinera- 
tion system should assure that the plant will 
not normally be a source of odors off-site.”’

Concerning water quality in the area, the 
study points out there will be no discharge of 


waste water into the ground. All process 
wastewater will be recovered, treated, and 
re-used.

~ from the plant will be a normal sanitary 


septic system with drain field to serve the 
plant bathrooms, showers, and drinking 
fountains. : 

The plant will be drawing water from the 
main aquafer in the area, but the study says 
the amount should not be significant enough 
to result in changes in groundwater flow 
patterns or enough to create a cone of 
depression. The study says Crawford Coun- 
ty has yields of 500 gallons a minute per well 
and Georgia Pacific wili only be withdraw- 
ing 75 gallons a minute on the average and 
350 gallons a minute at peak use. 

As part of the environmental assessment, 
four groundwater test wells were drilled on 
the four corners of the site. No contamina- 
tion was found and Georgia-Pacific plans to 
test the wells periodically. 


Swanson Environmental found no rare or 
endangered plants or animals on the 16-acre 
Georgia-Pacific site during a September 17- 
20 field study. Three large red pine from 100 
to 150 years old were discovered and 
Georgia-Pacific feels they won’t have to dis- 
turb them when building.
